It isn't likely that you'll ever be driving your 
car in Moscow. The communists do not welcome 
visitors from the free" world, nor would most Ameri- 
cans want to go there even if It. were possible. 

But suppose that were the case— and you found 
yourself running- low on ga3 and were in urgent 
need of finding a service station. 

First of all, you might run entirely out before 
you could get your tank refilled. For, while Mos- 
cow Is one. of the great cities of the world in point 
of population, with some 5,000,900 inhabitants, it has 
only five— yes, five! *-fio-called service stations. 

But suppose you -were tucky and reached one of 

the five stations in time. Smiling attendants wouldn't 
run out to check your tires, clean your winshield, at- 
tend to your battery, or any of the other .-things we 
take for granted here in America. Indeed, you'd 
have to fill your own tank! perhaps with gasoline 
of very dubious quality, and all the attendant would 
do would be to take your ration coupons and your 
rubles. 

It isn't at ail remarkable that this should be the 
case in Moscow. For, under communism and the 
cither totalitarian doctrines, there is no competition 
and no free enterprise. The state owns and bosses 
practically everything — and you take what is offered 
or do without. 

The American service station, on the other 
hand, is the product of the most intense kind of 
competition— just as is everything else connected 
with the oil industry. And the result is the best 
products, the best service, and the lowest prices that 
human ingenuity can achieve.

Economic Highlights 

The problem of mental illness has become a 
very difficult and important one In today's incredibly 
complex world. It has brought tragedy to great 
numbers of individuals and families—and, in addi- 
tion, .it entails a tremendous economic waste. 

An important discussion of the subject was re- 
cently given by Dr. William C. Menninger, one of 
the world's foremost psychiatrists, in a speech at the 
annual meeting of the National Association of Food 
Chains. Dr. Menninger held that "those of us with 
a sense of social responsibility must accept the job 
of helping those around us find more satisfaction in 
their work, in their personal relationships, in their 
opportunities." It is often possible, he pointed out, 



to detect ^maladjustments in their early stages and. 
take helpful , action : ticfore serious j merital sickness 
sets'in. 

He cited several typical example! of how mental 
traits and 'troubles jedn seriously damage a business 
no les3 than the" individual / In one cose a *f 50,600 
a year executive cracked,' and his conduct Jeopard- 
ised both his own reputation and that of the stand- 
ing and business of the, company he represented. In 
another the head of a big manufacturing company 
became mentally disorganized from worry, took" to. 
drinking excessively, and white. In, this state did 
great harm to the business and ether , other people 
connected with it A different kind of problem 
was presented by a man who had done well in man- 
aging a store and been promoted to a more Im- 
portant position as. a result. He worked extremely 
hard, yet accomplished less .and less. In this In- 
stance, Dr. Menninger said, "The man's feeling 'of 
inadequacy and* Insecurity and tenseness resulted in 
failure because emotionally he couldn't accept this 
greater responsibility." 

Moreover, it is now recognized that. many physi- 
cal ills are mental in their origin. According to Dr. 
Menninger, "physical pain caused by psychological 
conflict is responsible for sending approximately 50 
per cent of all patients to all doctors." Many causes 
of stomach and heart trouble stem from emotional 
tangles. "Accident prone" people and the "chronic 
makers of mistake's are often victims of personality 
quirks. And. mental difficulties account for the 
socially maladjusted group— the men and women 
who just can't get dlong with their associates. Dr. 
Menninger cited surveys indicating that 70 per^ cent 
of all dismissals are the result of social 1 incompe- 
tence, as against "only 30 per cent from technical in- 
competence. That proportion could be drastically 
changed if qualified, intelligent help were given In 
time. 

It is impossible to 'do justice to Dr. Melningerfs 
speech in a brief summary. But his big point is in 
this sentence: "I nm personally convinced that mental 
hygiene clinics in businesses and industrial plants 
would pay big dividends — in dollars and in human 
happiness— as they did in the mental hygiene units 
of the basic training camps throughout World War 
II." In this connection, he added a caution— such 
clinics, if they are to do a first class job of emo- 
tional aid, must be staffed by the best qualified men 
available. 

Dr. Menninger ended by saying, "Mental 
health, in one sense, is synonymous with happiness, 
personal and family security, and success in the 
many varied activities of living. The cultivation of 
good human relations ... can and does produce first, 
an increase in the satisfaction to employes and cus- 
tomers, which is an extremely important respon- 
sibility of any business. Second, good human rela- 
tions will pay off in cold dollars and cents to man- 
agement. Finally, were we able to apply some of 
these simple principles effectively many more people 
would have a chance — not only ,to make a living 
— but also to make a life."

Norway Revives 
Old Tradition of 
Ship Figureheads 

WASHINGTON — A Norwegian 
shipping lines has revived one of 
the sea's oldest traditions— placing 
figureheads on Its modern motor- 
ships, 

,In the golden days of sail, a 
vessel rarely went Into service be- 
fore the ship carvers had bolted 
her pointed wooden figurehead to 
the term. Viking ships bore figure* 
. heads of hawks, dragons and other 
animals. 

There have been a number of 
famous -figureheads In American 
history. .The best known' probably 
is - "Tccumseh," the Naval Acad- 
emy's "God of 2.fV-',;to which mid- 
shipmen Jocularly pray for passing 
grades. Actually, Tccumseh Is a 
bronze Tepllca of Tamnnend, a 
Delaware Indian figurehead 
carried by the U. S, S. Delaware. 
The Delaware burned at Norfolk 
during the Civil War. 

A bust of General Armstrong, 
from the American warship of 
that name, rested for many years 
at Fayal in the Azores, where the 
Armstrong was sunk during the 
War of 1812, Still bearing the 
marks of shot, the bust today is 
at the U. S. Naval Academy. 

An English museum has the like- 
ness of Abraham Lincoln from' 
some long-dead Yankee ship. And 
in a New Zealand garden is the 
statue of an Indian chief, believed 
to be the figurehead from the 
American square - rigger King 
Philip, wrecked "down under," 

In modern times the plumb 
bows of steamships held no place 
for figureheads.' In the Norwegian 
revival, they are cast In metal — 
less Incongruous than wood on a 
steel hull. 



Gunsmith a Success 
Despite Handicap 

ROCHESTER, Pa. — In 1927 a 
slim, 17-year-old boy by the name 
of Lowry Smith was crushed 
against his father's barn by a 
team of horses. His back "was 
broken. 

Despite his handicap, today at 
43 he Is a nationally-known gun- 
smith and in 1952 sold rifles and 
pistols for $200,000. 

Smith is a quick-smiling, cheer- 
ful fellow who has kept his nimble, 
skilled fingers busy for sixteen 
hours a day for the past 10 years. 

After his accident, Smith spent 
eight months In a cast. He de- 
cided he would build a business 
out of his hobby of fixing guns. 
He repaired, remade and traded 

them at home. In 1934 he opened a 
small shop. Business began to 
trickle in. 

In 1952 he sold 10,000 guns of 
all kinds to customers in almost 
every state and in Canada. He 
says the "true hunter's desire for 
personal guns" has made his suc- 
cess possible. 

He keeps a stock of 3.000 guns. 
Although his gunsmllhlng keeps 
him busy, he likes to raise sheep 
and farm for recreation. 



Landbound Shrimp 
Puzzles Fishermen 

WASHINGTON — The desert 
shrimp is one of the great aquatic 
oddities in this world. It breathes 
through its feet, swims upside 
down, and lives a mere 40 days 
after a two-year hatching period. 

The Apus lives and breeds in 
stagnant pools which evaporate in 
summer months and refill In the 
rainy seasons. Often shrimp eggs 
will remain dormant for years, . 
awaiting suitable conditions for 
hatching. Eggs deposited in evap- 
orated ponds are. sometimes car- 
ried by the wind or on the legs 
of birds to other waterholcs hun- 
dreds of miles distant.
